been released before the year ends, and 
this is approximately 600 more than ap- 
peared during 1937. The record is 3,153 
varieties in 1920, the height of the post- 
war readjustment period, and there were 
2,801 different kinds in 1919 and 2,781 in 
1921. The year now closing is the most 
abundant one since 1921. 

In these columns about a year ago 
the prediction was ventured that the 
1938 production would exceed 2,000 
varieties. That this figure has been 
passed by more than 500 may be attrib- 


uted in large measure to the fact that 
so many possessions of Great Britain, 
France and Portugal have been given 
extended series, with British colonial 
“new reign” stamps a major factor. 


The total of 2,542 different stamps for 
this year is tentative, since no one can 
yet foresee just how many of the Sude- 
tenland and Spanish civil war provision- 





als will be recognized for chronicling in 
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the 1940 catalogue. 


Undoubtedly some 
will be given recognition, even though 
they are not included in the total given 
in the present review of the year. 

The tentative 2,542 varieties are con- 


tributions of 186 governments. Russia 
is the leader with 80, followed by Vene- 
zuela with 57, Turkey with 55, Hungary 
with 44, Germany and Italian East Afri- 
ca with 43 each, Switzerland with 42, 
Belgium with 40, the United States with 
38, and France and Guatemala with 37 





each. These eleven countries together 








issued more than one-fifth of the total. 

For the first time in many years the 
United States ranks among the leaders. 
Uncle Sam’s products have been the 32 
“Presidentials,” the Delaware, Northwest 
Territory, Constitution Ratification and 
Iowa Territory 3-cent commemoratives, 
the 6-cent bi-color air-mail item and the 
$1 hunting permit revenue. 

The year’s newcomers to the philatelic 
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family are Alexandretta, carved out of 
France’s mandated Syria; Greenland, 
which had hitherto used Denmark’s pa- 
per, and Italian East Africa, a merger of 
Eritrea, Italian Somaliland and what was 
once philately’s Abyssinia. These last 
three disappeared except historically, as 
did Austria. 

The year has brought 651 commemo- 
ratives, and again 1938 ranks fourth. 
The record is 798 in 1935, and there were 
874 in 1937 and 737 in 1930. The 651

almost 40 per cent contributed by ten: 
Russia 49, Hungary 41, Turkey 26, Swit- 
zerland 25, Germany 24, Rumania 22, 
Tunisia 20, Italy and Mexico 18 each 
and Aegean Islands 17. More than 60 
per cent of the year’s output has ema- 
nated from thirty-three European lands. 

Air-mail varieties totaled 309, as com- 
pared with 352 in 1937, and with the 
record of 463 in 1930. Venezuela leads 
with 35, followed by Guatemala with 34, 
Peru with 21 and Italian East Africa 
with 15. Forty-one other governments 
each issued 10 or fewer. The expansion 
of the network of air-mail lines on this 
side of the Atlantic is suggested by the 





fact that thirteen Latin-American repub- 
lics alone are responsible for nearly 46 
per cent of the world’s total. 

In the face of some collectors’ protests 
that too many “unnecessary” issues are 
being foisted on the hobby’s followers, 
all records for the printing of semi-post- 
als have been broken. The year has 
brought 278, as against the previous 
high of 259 in 1919. In 1937, only 161 
appeared. This year’s 278, of which 
about 78 per cent are from European 
countries, are contributions by fifty-six 
governments. Yugoslavia has issued 26, 
followed by Belgium with 25, Hungary 
with 24, Germany with 17, France with 
16, Rumania with 13, Luxemburg with 
12, and The Netherlands and Turkey 
with 9 each. 

The year has brought 99 postage dues 
released by nineteen governments. While 
this is the highest figure since 108 in 
1931, it is relatively small in comparison 
with the record of 309 in 1925. There 
were only 49 in 1937. 

There has been a drop in officialsk— 
to 90 in 1938, as against 133 in 1937. 
The record is 214 in 1925. Officials this 
year are contributions of twenty-one gov- 
ernments, led by Switzerland with 16,

the same number as in 1937, compared 
with the record of 20 in 1919. Two ple- 
biscite items (Germany), one tete beche 
variety (Switzerland) and one military 
stamp (France) are recorded for 1938; 
and there have been no newspaper, occu- 
pation, registration or war-tax stamps 
reported, nor any bisects or inverts. 

A surprising development during the 
year has been the relatively few varie- 
ties created by overprinting—the small- 
est number since 1873. There have been 
numerous years in which from 50 to 70 
per cent of all issued stamps were over- 
printed ones. The 1938 total is smaller 
than 14 per cent, representing 353 such 
items. In 1937, more than 22 per cent 
and in 1936, more than 33 per cent of 
the totals were overprinted. 


No Florida Commemorative 


Original forecasts of new issues for 
1939, had included a stamp to commem- 
orate Tampa’s Hernando de Soto Fourth 
Centenary Exposition to open early this 
year. These forecasts were based on 
optimistic reports from Floridans and 
now are laid to rest with definite word 
that the request for such a stamp was 
turned down.

A further bulletin from our Corre- 
spondent, H. G. Spanton of Buenos Aires, 
states that the name “CYTRA” has been 
chosen for the exhibition to be held 
during the sessions of the Universal 
Postal Congress in the Argentine capital. 
The name is composed from the initials 
of the official department which is acting 
as patron of the show “Correos y Tele- 
grafos Republica Argentina.” The com- 
mission arranging the exhibition includes 
the Secretary General of the postal de- 
partment and most entries will be ar- 
ranged through the Sociedad Filatelica | 
Argentina. 

In compliment to the show, the Ar- 
gentine mint is preparing a souvenir 
sheet for the occasion, having a face 


value of 2 pesos and to be produced in |} 
the seemingly small quantity of 20,000 | 


sheets. The four stamps in the block 
will include the 20, 30 and 50 centavos 
and 1 peso designs of the set of stamps 
for the U. P. U. Congress. Since the 
Mint does not have facilities for printing 
the stamps in the small sheets in the 
same colors as in the regular sheets and 
furthermore has no perforating equip- 
ment permitting perforation of such a 
block in the center of the small sheet; 
it is believed the stamps in the souvenir 
sheet may all appear in the same color 
and imperforate. 

The exhibition will be open from May 
6 to May 14. Elaborate preparations 
are being made in connection with the 
Congress since it is the first to be held 
in any South American capital. The 
Congress will hold its sessions in the 
Municipal Palace, and the exhibition in 
the Postal Palace, a building shown on 
the 1926 Post Office Centenary issue. 
Most of this information was given by 
La Prensa, daily newspaper of Buenos 
Aires, in its issue of December 9th. We 
are indebted to Mr. Spanton for the 
translation.

Editor’s Notebook 


RECORD YEAR Elsewhere in this 

number we are 
printing Kent B. Stiles statistical review 
of 1938, from the philatelic viewpoint. 
It will probably be years before the defi- 
nite totals for the year just past can be 
compiled, due chiefly to the lack of in- 
formation on Spanish war issues, but 
aside from these the year set a record 
high for as far back as 1921. 1939 
should not be faced with qualms by the 
collector of new issues for all signs point 
to fewer new issues, chiefly in the mat- 
ter of face value. The British, French 
and Portuguese colonies are now thor- 
oughly supplied with new issues and 
though la belle France is still grinding 
them out at a rapid rate, the end is in 
sight for long sets of ordinary postage. 
1939 will probably see no lessening in 
the number of commemoratives or air- 
mails but no startling increase in either 
can be expected. Souvenir sheets are 
as unpredictable as the weather, but if 
the present trend to keep them at low 
face value continues, we can overlook 
occasional outbursts like that of I(also) 
RAN. 

Many American collectors follow only 
the stamps of this country, 1938’s output 
involving some rather hectic following. 
Here too, 1939 promises to be easier

on the collector, for so far only a few 
three-cent commemoratives are assured 
plus possibly ten values of low denomi- 
nation portraying the nation’s great. 
Such a program will not be a financial 
burden on anyone. So long as the three- 
centers commemorate worthwhile events 
and have designs chosen with some care, 
we can’t really see much to complain 
about by any of us. As we’ve said be- 
fore, 1939 issues are going to seem like 
entering a dime store after a long stay 
in Tiffany’s. 

From the publicity angle, the biggest 
break of the year, was the passing of the 
new illustration regulations permitting 
illustrations of U. S. stamps. Since then 
the use of illustrations of U. S. stamps 
has been widespread. Despite early 
criticisms that the law would not work 
well, the provisions have proven ad- 
mirably suited to the needs of the hob- 
by. It may be our own opinion only, 
but to us this act stands as the most 
important achievement of the year. 

The U. S. Post Office Dept. deserves 
philately’s thanks for its very efficient 
manner of handling the issuance of the 
Presidential series and its other activities 
relating to philately during the year. It 
is little short of miraculous how few 
complaints were in connection with the 
new regular issue. Petty regulations not 
intended originally to affect philatelic 
mail were brushed aside and covers and 
stamps supplied were top in service and 
quality. In other respects we can look 
back at 1938 as a successful year from a 
philatelic standpoint. National Air Mail 
Week was handled very well, with only 
three official cachets and the authorizing 
of local flights and cachets in such a 
manner as to put a definite end to rack- 
eteering in cachets. The Postmaster- 
General is also reported to be on the 
point of asking for a large appropriation 
to publicize the hobby in one form or 
another and is constructing the now 
famed Philatelic Truck as the first step 
in this direction. 

Among stamp collectors the year has 
seen an increase in recruits pleasing to 
all, and a number of new clubs formed. 
Even the national societies have taken on 
new life, the A. P. S. finally achieving its 
long sought for goal of 5,000 members 
and the S. P. A. undergoing a thorough 
re-organization. In the specialist groups, 
the P. S. S. and Bureau Issues Assn. 
retain the firm interest of those special- 
ists. The American Air Mail Society is 
stepping out with an aggressive member-

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Our Catalog 
By CLARA BEILMAN 


Author of KenMore’s British Colonial 
Catalog. 


Now that the final proofs have been 
read and gone to the printers, a brief 
summary on the compiling of KenMore’s 
British Colonial catalog may be of inter 
est to your readers. Last year when we 
produced our catalog it was our first at 
tempt to make a price list that would 
tell the true prices or values of Brit- 
ish Colonial mint stamps. In a number 
of instances the stamps were grouped 
as, in our opinion, the majority had 
bought them that way. From the hun- 
dreds of letters received the number of 
collectors, who wanted to buy single 
stamps either to fill up spaces or due 
to the design, the interest was under- 
estimated. That being the most consist- 
ent complaint, this year each stamp has 
been listed and priced separately. 

Next in order of complaints or sugges- 
tions was a constant demand fer the nei 
prices of used stamps, therefore, this 
year each stamp is priced net, both mint 
and used. Then there was the constant 
suggestion of a new numbering plan eas- 
ier to identify than the present method, 
so, after studying over the plans sug- 
gested and various methods of identify 
ing and classifying in libraries, it was 
decided to use the prefix system for all 
stamps other than regular postage. This 
saves the constant overlapping of num 
bers and changes due to the continual 
building-up of the regular postage num 
bers. Each group of postage dues, of- 
ficials, airmails, etc., has a prefix in 
dicating the use of the stamp. All 
series begin with number one, so that 
the entire catalog becomes simpler to 
its users. Of course, it was obvious that 
sooner or later it would be necessary 
for us to add several thousand items of 
importance to British Colonial collect 
ors, not listed in any other American 
catalog and also a number not found 
in any catalog. After adding these items 
our price list took on immense propor- 
tions, running to nearly 300 pages with 
about 27,000 separate stamps listed and 
priced, both mint and used. The es- 
tablishing of over 50,000 prices entailed 
detail work probably never attempted 
and accomplished by anyone before in 
a single year. It made necessary the 
checking of European and American 
Auctions for the unusual stamps and the 
constant revision during the year of our 
own price changes and market values. 
Friends suggested the pictures of the 
stamps so about 300 are included this 
year, principally the new George VI 
stamps received up to November 1, and 
the artist’s drawings and cuts made for 
some 700 overprints and surcharges to 
say nothing of their arrangements— 
a serious and tedious job—but now the 
catalog contains the overprints and sur- 
charges in actual size arranged with the 
stamps, the most simplified method 
known. While listing each stamp sepa- 
rate it was decided to include the face 
value, color, perforation, watermark and 
date of issue—a bold step in one jump. 
All the overprints are correctly listed 
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as to color of their printing, commemo- 
ratives are prefaced by the name of the 
commemoration. Australia and Rho- 
desia have been specialized as to all dies 
and perforations, the first time in any 
catalog. Other colonies will be special- 
ized as our customers demand it. The 
net prices throughout are the prices for 
which we will sell the stamps. Spaces af- 
ter the colonies are left for additions of 
the new stamps as they arrive dur- 
ing the year A_ page of detailed 
descriptions of the dies has been 
added, as well as many new items of 
general importance, including a com- 
plete list of all the watermarks used 
on British Colonial stamps and refer- 
ence numbers used throughout the text. 
Every stamp received up to November 1 
has been listed so that the catalog on 
January 2 is within two months of be- 
ing up-to-date; certainly more complete 
than any other on the day of sale. 

To summarize a year’s work, I have 
tried to give collectors what they asked 
for—pictures, single listing, used as well 
as mint prices, perforations, face value, 
color, watermarks, 300 pages, 53,000 
prices, 27,000 stamps listed and, in the 
case of commemoratives a description 
of the reason of the issue. So now, 
may I have your suggestions this year 
for the 1940 edition? What improve- 
ments can I make that will please you 
most? Don’t hesitate to say.

the Society of Australasian Specialists. 


This Society is rendering paramount serv- | 
ice to collectors of Australian stamps | 
by keeping them together as it were, | 


and thus adding to the joys of philately 
one more—that of fellowship. 


There is no denying that the Common- 
wealth of Australia provides an ideal 
outlet for the collector with sufficient 
ambition to have one country more or 
less completely represented and yet with 
insufficient funds to embark upon the 
collecting of usually too expensive 19th 
Century stamps. 


By 1913, when the first Common- 
wealth stamp was issued, stamp col- 
lecting was quite popular and conse- 
quently there are no issues of which the 
great majority has been lost to philately. 
Returning however to the catalogue. 
The division of the issues of the Com- 
monwealth into 1. Kangaroo series, 2. 
Engraved, 3. Georgian, 4. commemora- 
tive, 5. Pictorials, 6. Airmails and 7. 
Postage Dues renders the classification 
of the stamps a comparatively easy 
matter, especially as one becomes ac- 
customed to differentials between the 
first three watermarks. 

On the other hand the question might 
be put: was the first Commonwealth 
stamp issued in 1913? Then under 
which heading would the stamps used 
from the inception of the Commonwealth 
in 1901 to 1913, be placed? In all cases 
the stamps used during this period have 
been allotted to the various Colonies 
(Victoria, Queensland, N.S.W. etc.) for 
all the Australian Colonial stamps could 
then (and can still) be used throughout 
Australia. This would mean to the 
specialist, the inclusion of all such 
colonial stamps in use during 1901 and 
issued since 1901. This of course renders 
the completion of the Commonwealth col- 
lection a far more difficult matter. The

upon in the same light as the officials 
overprinted with the same initials for 
they have been generally in use by the 
federal government. 

Each stamp is priced in mint and used 
condition and the prices are “based on 
the relative scarcity of the stamps from 
information supplied by Australian 
sources and they represent an average 
market value without regard to current 
catalogue prices.” This independent 
spirit adds yet one more good point to 
this compact 24-page catalogue. 


NEw ZEALAND 


A new series of stamps to be issued 
in commemoration of the one hundredth 
anniversary of the dominion is in the 
course of preparation and will be issued 
sometime in 1939. The values are re- 
ported to range from one halfpenny to 
one shilling. 


One of the effects of the recently re- 
duced airmail rate to England from 1/6 
to 144d. is the marked difficulty of ob- 
taining quantities of the 6d. blue air- 
mail and it is generally believed that 
this value will not remain much longer 
in use. 


Ecuador Plans Souvenir Sheet 


Ecuador is reported to be planning 
the issuance this month of its first sou- 
venir sheet. This is to commemorate the 
aviation “heroes” who were the first to 
fly across the Andes and establish air 
mail service in Ecuador. First air mail 
flights in Ecuador were carried out by 
two Italian aviators in 1920 and 1921 
and the first international flight in 1921 
to Colombia. These however were of 
experimental nature and the first regu- 
lar flights were not made until 1928 
when the SCADTA services began flights 
between Colombia and Ecuador.

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Almost the first intimation that we 
New Yorkers had that there was to be

Farley will ask for an appropriation of 
$200,000.00 to build an exhibit at the 
New York World’s Fair seem to have 
more foundation than other rumors. The 
projected exhibit would be based on the 
postal history of United States and 
foreign countries. A good deal of promi- 
nence will, of course, be given to the 
stamps of the U.S. and the exhibit would 
be of tremendous value in booming phil- 
ately. All that is needed to assure the 
success of the exhibit is the small matter 
of the $200,000.00 appropriation. Well, 
let’s hope the Hon. Mr. Farley gets the 
money.

postage meters which have been installed 
at the parcel post windows of post offices 
in Baltimore, Boston, Chicago, Detroit 
and Philadelphia. That such machines 
had been installed was first noticed in 
the annual report of the Post Office 
Department. New York newspapers have 
been giving the report in general, and 
this item in particular a good deal of 
space during the past two weeks. Some 
dealers here feel that, if the machines 
prove successful, it will mean the gradual 
withdrawal from circulation of higher 
denominations. Others point out that 
the enormous revenue which the Post 
Office Department has been deriving 
from the sale to collectors of these higher 
denominations will make the efficiency 
experts in the P.O.D. change their minds 
about the ultimate value of the machines. 
Those who hold the second opinion are 
pointing to the relatively enormous sales 
of the recently issued high values of the 
Presidential series and first day covers. 


Just 83 Philatelists Attend 
Central American Show 


The first Central American Philatelic 
Exhibition, which was held in Guate- 
mala, capital of the republic of that 
name, for the week of Nov. 20 to 27, 
was honored by 12 new postage stamps 
issued by the host country. Six of the 
stamps portrayed one of the current 
Presidents of the participating nations 
and were issued in regular sheet form. 
The other six each showed one of the 
flags of each republic in its natural 
colors; these six stamps being issued in 
souvenir sheet form only, arranged in a 
horizontal block of six. 

Attendance at the show was stated 
in the New York Times to have been 
the large (?) number of “83 philatelists,” 
probably a record low for a philatelic 
show taking in so much territory. The 
exhibits were shown in the Hall of In- 
dustries, which was gaily decorated with 
flags of all the members of the Universal 
Postal Union. 

Guatemala is one of the few countries 
recognizing the rebel (Franco) forces in 
Spain as the government of Spain and 
the rebel minister to Guatemala, Rafael 
Triana y Blasco was a member of the 
judges committee, taking part in pre- 
senting the awards. A coin show was 
held in conjunction and the Minister of 
Colombia and two Guatemalan collec- 
tors were jury for it. First prize in the 
stamp collections displayed went to Al- 
fredo Moya of Costa Rica for his col- 
lection of his native land; Rafael Alex- 
ander D. for his Salvadors and Walter 
Lind of London for his Guatemala. 

Despite the comparatively small at- 
tendance the show appears to have been 
a success in all other respects and the 
colorful and fairly inexpensive stamps 
have proven very popular, particularly 
the flag sheet.
